FoUy Foiled. 


,TH« BipOBLioAHhas been clear and 


uheqoiTooal in eipreeBing the opinion 
that the cxraree being pnrened some time 
fgo, by a certain daes of Bepnblicans, 
who favor the- nomination of Blaine for 
president, in .belittling and vilifying 
other prominent HepubUcans, who are 
available for thai nomination and entitled 
to fair treatment on aooonnt of their em- 
inent service to the country and their 
party, ooold only have the effect of divid- 
ing the party, and rendering the election 
of any republican who finally received 
the nomination uncertain. We are glad 
to note that them "rule or rain" people 
have materially modified their plane and 
that now, aa a rule, every Republican 
worthy of it, ii receiving fair treatment. 


There are, however, a few, whose ha- 


tred for the president, growing out of 
disappointment in not being able to con- 
trol certain appointment* to offloe, gov- 
erns their action. A notablo instance of 
this was developed in Pennsylvania 
Where both Senators Quay and Cameron 
have undertaken to destroy the president 
and have selected Elaine's popularity in 
that state as the instrument by which 
they hope to "get even''with Harrison.

their henchmen, Cnlbertson, of Mifflin, 
offered an amendment committing the 
state to Blaine in 1892. 


The Chicago! Tribune's report and also 


the Ololie-Democral's report of the pro- 
ceedings of that convention, after stating 
that much confusion followed the intro- 
duction of the amendment and that Mr. 
Reybnrn and John Cessna intimated that 
it was a put-up job, said: "The chair put 
the question on Cnlbnrtson's amendment 
and on a viva voce vote it was apparently 
defeated. A demand was made for the 
yeas and nays and the roll was about to 
be called, when Cnlbertson withdrew the 
amendment and order was restored." 


No one doubts that Blaine is the

It was not in- 
troduced for that purpose but for the 
purpose of snubbing the President, and 
came near ending in an unavoidable ennb 
lo Blaine, in order to defeat the design- 
ing men who introduced it.
